,  ..V  •  STATE  OF. THE,  LAW.  ' 

’The  effect  produced  on  our  minds, by^ the  debate  of  last  week  on  the 
State  of' the  Law,  almost  amounts  to  a  feeling  of  despair  at  the  exhi¬ 
bition  of  SO' much  hopeless  duncishness.  In  the  History  even  of 
Parliament,  such  a*  farrago  of  bad  logic,  ignorance  of  principles, 
.common-pl^ce  assumptions,  twaddle,  and  idle  gossip,  never  vexed 
our  eyes.  The  utterance  of  any  extremity  of  nonsense  in  the  House 
of  Commons  would  neither  surprise  nor  pain  us  immoderately ;  but 
what  did  grieve  us  to  the 'quick  was  to  see  the  outrages  against 
good  principles,  and  common  sense,  pass  for  the  most  part  unno¬ 
ticed,  unexposed,  and  unpunished.  The  little  that  was  done  in^the 
.way  of  correction  only  rendered  the  omissions  more  deplorable,  as 
they  will  be  construed  assentations.  The  Solicitor-General 
opened  the  debate  with  a  speech  technically  narrpw,  mean,  and  incon- 
^uential.  Sir  Nicholas  Tindal  is  obviously  about  as  much  of 
a  Jurist  as  the  boy  who  grinds  together  rhubarb  and  magnesia  in  an 
apothecary's  shop  is  a  chemist.  The  man  has  not  a  notion  on  the 
subject.  He  has  no. more  idea  of  the  brat  rudiments  of  Jurisprudence 
than  a  person  born  blind,  has  of  colours.  His  barrenness  has  natu¬ 
rally  compelled  him  to, borrow ;  and  the  very  phh  and  marrow  of  his 
spe^h  is  an  unacknowledged  adoption  of  a  fantasy  ii\  the  slovenly 
Romance  by  the  Author  of  Waverly^  inthled  the  Ufe^of  Napokon. 
^Asthe  poetic  vision  of  Sir  Walter  Sco’^has  been  sufficiently 'dissi-^ 
paled  in  divai>le  paper  in  a  quarterly  publication  (the  Jurist)  we 
ehall  not  ipeddle  with  the  prototype  of  ^ihe  Solicitor-General's 
gsli— tkiii,  but  content  tmtstirfs  with  the  cHatttm  of  the  (elioUous 
copy: —  <  .  . 

“  The  commerce  arid  establishments  of  this  country  are  of  such  a  nature, 
that  our  laws  must  necessarily  be  of  a  complicated  nature.  A  simple  Code 
of  Laws  would  answer  well  for  a  simple  state  of  society,  but  if  you  wisii'  to 
make  your  laws  beforehand — if  you  wish  that  they  should  have  a'fterpetual 
operation,  then,  I  say,  they  must  of  necessity  be  of  an  intricate  and  com¬ 
plicated  nature.  Why,  Sir,  we  have  at  this  moment  more  law  in  a  single 
.Turnpike  BUI  than  would  be  sufficient  to  govern  an  Indian  territory  under 
any  of  its  ancient  dynasties.  And  why  U^lhis?  Itjs  because  we  wish  to 
leave, as  little  as  possible  to  the  discretion  of  our  Judges.  Our  laws  are 
declared  beforehand ;  and  if  society  is  so  complicated  that  its  interests 
cannot  be  provided  for  but  by  an  extensive  body  of  laws,  there  must  be  a 
class  of  lawyers  accustomed  to  explain  them.  Such  a  class  is,  under  these 
circumstanoes,  actually  necessary  for  the  benerit  of  the  people,  in  order  that 
the  great  body  of  the  people  may  not  be  distracted  from  their  labours  by 
considering  the  nature  and  operations  qf  those  laws  which  the  complicated 
state  of  society  has  produced.** 

Now  Sir  Nicholas  Tindal  actually  delivered  himself  of  these 
^onU  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and,  strange  to  say,  the  Speaker 
sitltng  in  the  Chair,  and  compelled  to  listen,  did  not  fling  his  wig  at 
his  head  II!  Had  he  knocked  him  down  with  the  mace,  he  would 
haveb^n  not  only  pardonable,  but  intitlcd  to  the  thanks  of  the  whole 
House.  There  is  a  point  at  which  forbearance  is  a  weakness,  and 
where  vioieni^  is  the  allowable  motion  of  indignation.  Talk  of  con- 
te^PipU  of  the  House  1  Whaieontempt,  we  ask, can  exceed  the  contempt 
M^lied  in  tlteee  wor^p,  the  uttercr  of  which  ^ust  necessarily  have 
imagined  that  he  was  addressing  an  assembly  of  imbeciles  and  idiots. 
The  ancient  use  of  the  mace  was  doubtless  to  correct  such  imperti¬ 
nences  j  and  we  lament  that  on  this  worthy  occasion  it  was  not 
Applied  to  its  primitive  intention  and  SirNic.'s  head,  which  would 
have  beei|^  worse  for  the  contact  with  the  hollow

understandings,  obviously  supposes  them  fools,  and  the  Honourable 
House  is  content  with  his  committing  himselL  This  is  obtuseness  to 
a  miracle,  or  forbearance  to  a  fault.  Imagine  the  insult  of  telling 
two-legged  and  aye-and-no* articulating  creatures,  that  the  intricacy 
of  the  law  was  designed  to  leave  as  little  as  possible  to  the  discretidn 
of  the  Judges,  aud^Uiat  it  was  politic  to  spare  thb  great  body  of  tl)e 
people  the  distraction  from  their  labours  which  might  attend  the 
knowledge  of  the  nature  and  the  operation  of  the  law  that  governs 
them  1  Why,  if’the  Solicitor-General  had  made  this  speech  in 
Exeter  'Change,  the  very  beasts  would  have  broken  their  prisons  to 
avenge  the  affront  offered  to  their  intellectual  parts.  Indignation 
would  have  given  the  dumb  a  voice;  lions,  tigers,  bears,  mon- 
keys,  would  have  chorused  of  one  accord  the  interrogatory — **  Brazen  * 
Lawyer,  do  you,  or  any  of  your  tribe,  pretend  to  know  the  law,  the 
complexity  of  which  you  affirm  to  restrict  the  decision  of  the  Judges, 

!  while  it  wholly  excludes  the  opinion  of  the  people  T  Has  the  most 
^  impudent  of  your  class  impudence  enough  to  affirm  with  certainty 
that  such  and  such  must  be  the  judgment  of  the  Court  9n  a  givep 
case?  And  if  not,  how  can  the  discretion  of  the  Judge  be  conbned.liy 
an  intricacy  which  allows  of  no  certain  anticipations  of  the  cowtliwitn 
on  the  part  of  those  best'  skilled  in  the  craft,  who  are  the  OKly 
competent  critics  of  his  decree  It  is  in  the  multiplicity  of  cas^ 
that  the  Judge  escapes  the  control  of  principles.  As  Hamlet  pla^s 
with  Po/oniia,  he  plays  with  his  Court;  he  points  to  the ‘clouds  of 
precedent,  and  says.  This  case  is  very  like  that, decided; whale;  and 
the  Bar  agree  that  it  is  very  like  a  whale  a  season,  a  similar 

matter  is  declared  like  an  ousel,  and'all  assent  that  it’is  very  like  an 
ousel.  There  is  no  disputing  the  eye  of  a  Judge  for  resemblances. 

The  second  propositiem  of  the  Solicitor-G^ni^ral  is  of  a 
beautiful  uuusuierateness.  Tbe  law  is  to  bo  a  sealed  book  to 
the  community  wliom  it  is  to  govern,  and  .the  .lawyers  are  to 
be  the  High  Priests  of  the  grand'* mystery^  order  that  the  great 
body  of  the  people  may  [not  be  distracted  from  their  labours  by  con¬ 
sidering  the  nature  and  opej^tion'of  the  laws."  Miglitykipd  indeed! 
The  other  professional  gentlemen,  the  thieves  too,  when  they  ea^ 
folks  of  their  troublesome  superfluity  of  wealth,  may  with  like  modesty 
urge  the' policy  of  the  abstraction,  in  order  that  the  great  b(^y  of  the 
people  may  not  be  distracted  from  their  labours  by  the  care  of  their 
hoarded  earnings.  ^  •  •  ■  '  . 

Law,  according  to  the  old  reading,  was  supposed  to  be  a  clear  rufe 
of  command  or  probibiUoa ;  law,  according  to  Sir  Nic.  Tindal,  is  a 
thing  politickly  unintelligible  to  all  but  the  lawyers.  The  law  itself 
declares  that  every  man  shall  be  preMmed  acquainted  with  the  lawr. 
Sir  Nat.  TiNDAirsays,  that  it  is  too  complex  for  the  understanding 
of  the  people,  who  therefore  roust  put  their  trust  in  the  lawyers.  This 
is  the  philosophy  of  the  shop.  Every  man  must  have  a  lawyer  to  pro¬ 
tect  him,  as  every  stranger  in  the  East  used  to  liave  a  Janissary  to 
guard  him  against  injury.  The  law  maxim  however  should  undergo 
a’  change,  and  the  penalty  of  ignorance  of  the  law  should  be  transferred 
frqm  the  layman  to  his  professional  guide. 

It  is  true  that  the  law  is  past  the  understanding  not  only  of  the 
people  but  of  its  professors;  out  we  peremptorily  deny  that  the  com¬ 
plexity  is  merely  commensurate ‘with  the  variety  and  intricacy  of  our 
commercial  relations.  We  are  in  a  more  artificial  state  than  the 
French ;  dur  tiUde  it  considerably  greater ;  but  the  disparity  it  not  su^ 
fleient  to  justify  the  interval  between  the  compact  Code  Napoleon^  and^ 
the  gigantic  jumble  of  Statute  and  Common  Law  which  compomHh# 
vast  dung-hill  out  of  which  English  justice  is  to  be  grubbed.  The' 
difference  between  .the  commerce  of  England  and  of  Fimce  bears  no 
reasonable  proportion,  to  the  huge  inteival  between  the  simptteity  of 
the  law  of  the  one  country,  ahd  the  intricacy  of  that  of  the  otte. 
Solicitor-General,  a  Scarlett,*  or  any  otner  mere  nkf 
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the  examiner 


by  making  him  intoxicated,  and  committing  tile  murder  in  his  clofh^ 
It  is  to  managed  that,  under  these  circumstances,  the  Ic^er  appears 
guilty  even  on  the  testimony  of  his  distracted  mistress  herself;  and  it 
is  the  dying  remorse  of  the  real  perpetrator,  who  is  mortally  injured 
by  a  fall  down  a  precipice,  which  alone  saves  him  from  an  ignominious 
death.  All  this  is  excellent  melo-dramalic  mnferie/,  and  as  such  is 
made  very  good  use  of.  T.  P.  Cooke,  as  the  honest  nautical  lover 
and  Mrs  Yates,  as  his  mistress,  create  much  spontaneous  sympathy  * 
the  good  taste  of  the  latter  feels  so  exactly  where  natural  path^ 
begins  and  ends,  it  is  quite  refreshing  to  meet  with  such  tact  and 
discrimination  at  a  Minor.  Yates  gave  some  spirited  wild  Irish 
touches  to  the  assassin ;  as  did  Mrs  Daly  to  the  old  fortune-teller. 
On  the  whole,  indeed,  the  local  and  the  characteristic  are  very  well 
preserved ;  and  we  anticipate  at  least  the  average  duration  of  the  best 
pieces  of  the  kind  to  Presumptive  Evidence^  Q, 

ORATORIOS. 

On  Wednesday  morning  Mr  Bishop  received  a  letter  from  Miss 
Paton  at  Brighton,  stating  that  she  was  ill,  and  could  not  keep  her 
appointment  at  the  Oratorio  for  that  evening.  Miss  Hughes  was 
therefore  suddenly  applied  to,  to  be  Miss  Baton’s  stop-gap;  and  so 
efficient  a  substitute  did  she  prove,  that  we  dare  say  not  two  persons 
in  the  house  cared  for  or  thought  about  Miss  Paton.  It  is  probable 
that  upon  the  present'  occasion  Miss  Paton  was  unwell ;  but  the 


composed  thirty-seven  years  ago,  something  a  little  out  of  f^ion,  a 
little  vapid  or  deficient  in  those  beauties  which  later  abilities  may 
have  elicited.

Even  the  songs  for  the  inferior  chaiacters,  which 
are  usually  neglected  in  modem  operas,  are  here  abounding  in 
beauty.  Then  what  accom'paniments  from  the  beginning  to  the 
close ; — tlie  sweet  play  of  melody  among  the  wind  instruments,  the 
splendid  effects  in  the  basses,  and  the  finish  and  intention  about 
every  bar.  must  amaze  everyone  who  listens  to  them  carefully,  and 


been  subjected  from  that  singer*s  caprice,  although  they  soon  toili 
forget  her  and  her  Bonnets  of  blee-u,”  when  a  sulMtitute  shall  once 
gratify  them  in  a  ballad  of  the  same  common  pretension ;  while  iir 
the  higher  walks  of  her  profession  there  are  others  already  qualified  to 
take  her  place. 

Much  praise  is  due  to  Mr  E.  Taylor,  qn  whom  we  believe  de^ 
volves  the  **  heat  and  burthen  ”  of  the  arrangement,  for  the  anxiety  he 
manifests  to  give  the  lovers  of  good  music  a  varied  and  handsome 
fare.  At  the  same  time  we  would  hint, that  in  such  choruses  as  those 
we  heard  this  evening,  from  the  Mass  by  Rok berp,  the  Requiem  by 
Mozart,  and  the  Motetts  by  the  latter  and  by  Haydn,  the  singers 
should  be  well  and  carefully  drilled.  In  the  Requiem,  by  the  way, 
the  **  R$x  Tremendm  Majestatis  ”  was  led  off  too  fast,  and  the 

Hosanna  in  Excelsis,”  which  is  a  spirited  movement,  too  slow. 
Haydn’s  Motett  we  prefer  to  Mozart's:  it  is  indeed  a  glorious 
composition,  and  we  hope  to  hear  it  repeated  before  these  concerts 
close  for  the  season. 

Mesdames  Pasta  and  Brambilla  sang  two  airs  I)y  one  of  the 
modem  popular  composers— Pacini,  or  Mayerbeer,  or  Nicolimi 
— it  is  of  no  consequence  which.  This  modem  school  of  music 
strongly  assimilates  in  character  with  the  modern  school'of  French 
dancing.  The  chief  merit  in  each  consists  in  achieving  the  most 
impossible  things  in  the  most  fantastic  manner,  without  the  slightest 
reference  to  sentiment  or  passion.  In  the  last  number  of.  the  Com¬ 
panion  there  is  an  amusing  description  of  these  posture-makers,  the 


to  have  no  sense  of  anything  in  music  higher  than  noise  and  perpetual 
motion. 

Madame  Caradori  was  chaste  and  tender  in  Vitellia;  but  we 
often  felt  a  want  of  vigour,  and  of  that  force  without  which  a  great 
df*al  of  the  music  cannot  be  adequately  performed.  Our  friend  Porto 
seemed  in  a  glow  of  fervour  at  the  inspiring  music,  and  sang  with 
more  than  usual  energy  and  effect :  in  the  sublime  finale  of  the  first 
act,  and  in  the  two  subsequent  trios,  his  voice  was  rich  and  sonorous, 
and  added  greatly  to  our  pleasure.  The  choruses  too — and  what 
choruses  they  are ! — were  given  with  a  precision  highly  creditable 
to  all  concerned. 

\i  I M  Clemenza  di  Tito  does  not  prove  attractive,  we  shall  more 
than  ever  be  disposed  to  think  that  for  taste  or  judgment  we  must 
look  anywhere  rather  than  among  the  higher  orders,  with  whom  the 
words  fashion  and  refinement  stand  too  oft^  for  ignorance  and  vul¬ 
garity.

Monday,  March  3. 

Several  petitions  against  the  Tea«aod  Corporation  Acts^ere  prCMOtedl 
one  of  them  by  Lord  CLrvoaw,  from  the  Catoolies  of  liverpoot 

Lord  IUdboalb  declared  bis  belief,  that  the  real  ohj^  of  all  thas* 
applicationa  to  Parliaaieot,  whether  comiD|  from  Piisesten  or 
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^as  the  overthrow  of  the  esUblished  church,  and  the  subjecf  resolved  itself 
into  this  plain  question — would  their  Lordships  have  an  established  church  1 
If  they  would,  they  must  support  it.  There  could  be  no  security  for  pro- 
without  political  power — no  security  for  the  established  church 
i^thont  its  civil  supremacy. 

*  Lord  King  thought  tests  were  only  fit  for  such  men  as  Charles  II,  under 
whom  they  were  introduced.  He  took  the  test  of  the  Covenant  to  fit  him 
ibr  the'crown  of  Scotl^d,  the  test  of  Episcopacy  to  fit  him  for  the  crown  q| 
Engfood,  and  the  test'  of  Catholicism  with  a  view  to  fit  him  for  a  crown  in 
heaven. 

Lord  CsLTHORPE  thought  the  continuance  of  the  Test  Acts  discreditable 
4o  the  legislature,  and  injurious  to  the  church. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Marquis  of  Lansdown,  the  Bill  for  consolidating 
Bod  amending  the  laws  touching  ofiTences  against  the  person,  was  read  a 
hnt  time. 

Friday,  March  7. 

•  The  Duke  of  Norfolk  attended  for  the  first  time  as  Earl  Marshal  of 
England. 

In  aaswer  to  a  question  from  Lord  Wharncliffe,  the  Marquis  of 
tK)WN  said,  that  the  inquiry  into  the  supply  of  water  to  the  metropolis  was 
stiH  carried  on  by  the  Committee  appointed  last  Session. 

Die  Marquis  of  Londonderry  made  some  criminative  remarks  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  Catholic  Association,  and  denounced  the  mischievous  effect 
produced  by  the  use  made  in  the  debates  of  the  Association,  of  the  names 
and  alleged  statement  of  Noble  Lords  and  Members  of  Parliament,  from 
whom  letters  were  sometimes  read. — Lord  Clifden  and  the  Marquis  of 
Lansdown  declared  that  they  had  never  authorised  any  statements  to  be 
made  in  their  names  to  the  Catholic  Association ;  but  with  regard  to  an 
assertion  made  in  the  Association,  on  the  authority  of  a  letter  from  London 
— that  Lords  Lansdown  and  Carlisle,  and  Mr  Tierney,  intended  to  have 
'brought  forward^  the  Catholic  Question,  had  they  remained  in  power, — the 
Noble  Marquis  said  be  had  repeatedly,  during  the  last  summer,  made 
declaratbus  to  that  effect.  Here  the  conversation  dropped. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  March  3. 

A  discussion  took  place  on  Sir  James  Graham’s  motion,  for  the  second 
reading  of  the  Wakefield  and  Ferrybridge  Canal  Bill ;  which  was  <q>posed 
on  the  ground  that  the  new  speculation  would  prejudice  the  interests  of  the 
Aire  ai^  Calder  Navigation  Uompany,  without  commensurate  advantage  to 
the  public.  Sir  N.  Colborne  moved  that  the  Bill  be  read  a  second  time 
1  this  day  six  months  ;«->carried  by  110  to  1 05  leaving  a  majority  of  five 
'  against  the  bill ;  which  was  lost  accordingly. 

^r  J.  Newport  asked  Mr  Secretary  Peel  if  he  intended  to  take  any  steps 
to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  so  dreadful  a  calamity  as  that  which  had  hap¬ 
pened  at  the  new  Brunswick  Theatre.  Sir  John  thought  that  the  parties 
who  are  authorised  by  law  to  grant  a  license  to  such  places  of  public  enter¬ 
tainment,  should  be  compelled  to  ascertain  the  stability  of  tne  buildings 
before  the  license  is  granted. 

Mr  Peel  said,  that  a  proj^'al  for  a  general  revision  of  the  Building  Act 
was  under  consideration.  But  it  would  be  obviously  improper  to  legislate 
under  the  influence  of  a  tem^rary  excitement  of  the  feelings,  or  until  they 
had  well  ascertained  the  causes  of  the  recent  catastrophe. 

CORN  LAWS. 

Mr  Tennyson  inquired,  at  what  time  Government  intended  to  introduce 
their  promised  alteration  of  the  Corn  Laws. 

Mr  Peel  said,  that  the  subject  was  necessarily  delayed  until  the  re-elec¬ 
tion  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  The  attendance  of  Members 
during  the  Assises  might  also  render  some  postponement  necessary  ;  but  at 
all  events  he  hoped  that,  before  Easter,  a  time  might  be  fixed  for  the  dis¬ 
cussion. 

EAST  RETFORD. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr  Tennyson,  the  House  resolved  itself  into  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  East  Retford  Disfranchisement.fiill,  and  after  some  discussion 
as  to  the  time  when  Counsel  should  be  heard  against  the  Bill,  the  exami¬ 
nation  of  witnesses  was  proceeded  with,  and  occupied  the  House  the 
remainder  of  the  night.  One  of  the  witnesses,  Jonathan  Fox,  a  clerk  in 
the  Retford  Bank,  underwenta  long  examination,  and  was  committed  by  order 
of  the  House  to  Newgate,  for  attempting  **  to  defeat  the  investigation  of  the 
committee  by  wilfully  suppreuing  the  truth.” 

Adjourued  at  a  quarter  past  one.

PROPOSED  NEW  CANAL  IN  IRELAND. 

Mr  G.  Moori  presented  a  Petition  from  Dublin,  signed  by  many  mer¬ 
chants,  bankers,  and  other  respectable  persons,  praying  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  a  plan  for  employing  the  labouring  poor,  by  making  a  continua- 
J*  MHlow  o(  tbe  canal  now  running  from  Dublin  to  Mount  MeUick ; 
which  would  then  constitute  an  extensive  sonthern  canal,  of  great  import¬ 
ance  to  mland  communication.  The  Petitioners  did  not  wish  to  throw  the 
expense  this  improvement  on  the  state,  but  suggested  that  it  might  be 
efrayed  by  a  series  of  annual  State  lotteries.— Sir  John  Newpobt  spoke 
in  favour  of  the  Petition,  which  was  ordered  to  be  printed. 

EMIGRATION. 

hir  WiLMOT  Horton,  in  moving  for  a  copy  of  Colonel  Cockburn's 
«yort  to  the  Colonial  Department  on  the  subject  of  emigration,  and  of  the

Reports  of  the  two  Committees.  He  alluded  to  the  experiment  made  in 
1823— the  transpo. ring  of  2,000  labourers  from  the  South  of  Ireland  to 
Canada,  under  the  direction  of  Mr  Robinson— as  having  been  coinpletely 
successful.  He  considered  it  established  by  the  labours  of  the  Kmigration 
Committee,  that  there  was  a  redundant  population  in  this  country — ft 
redundancy  of  able-bodied  and  active  lalmurers,  with  their  families,  for 
whose  labours  there  is  no  effect! veMemand  in  either  Ireland,  Scotland,  or 
England ;  that  the  effect  of  this  redundancy  was  to  reduce  the  wages  of  the 
labourer  much  below  the  proper  level,  and  to  produce  misery  amongst  great 
masses  of  the  poor ;  and  that  the  labourer,  for  whose  labour  no  real  demand 
existed,  consumed  more  than  he  produced ;  and  consequently,  not  only 
added  nothing  to  the  means  of  the  community,  but  decreased  tne  national 
wealth.  The  expediency  of  relief  to  the  country  by  emigration  must  de* 
pend  however  on  the  concurrent  measures  adopted  to  prevent  an  incrcaso 
of  population  in  those  places  whence  labourers  emigrated ;  for  it  was  a 
well-understood  principle,  that  population  increases,  afrer  an  abstractioii 
from  its  numbers,  in  a  greater  proportion  than  before.  The  people  of  F.ng- 
land  were  now  sensible  that'  the  constant  influx  of  Irish  paupers  into  their 
country  was  rapidly  reducing  the  condition  of  the  Eoglish  labourers  to  a 
state  as  bad  as  those  of  Ireland.  He  had  never  heard  any  remedy  pro{>osed 
for  this  evil,  but  the  palliative  of  the  Sub-letting  Act.  But  landlords  were 
deterred  from  clearing  their  estates  of  unemployed  labourers,  by  the  fear 
of  their  spreading  rapine  and  bloodshed  through  the  country.  He  could 
not  entertain  the  project  of  cultivating  the  bogs'  in  Ireland — land  whicll 
with  great  expense  would  scarcely  yield  a  crop — when  there  were  millions 
of  unoccupied  acres  in  our  own  colonies,  of  su^  fertility  that  they  required 
only  to  be  scratched  by  the  plough  to  produce  abundant  crops  for  a  long 
series  of  years.  Under  the  system  of  small  tenements,  and  high  nominal 
rents  which  were  not  paid,  Ireland  was  fast  advancing  to, a  state  of  Agra« 
rian  law,  which  tended  to  bring  the  landed  proprietor  down  to  a  level  with 
his  pauper  tenant.  It  was  clear  that  something  must  be  done  to  correct  this 
growing  evil.  He  deemed  emigration  the  best  remedy,  if  accompanied  by 
proper  measures  at  home.  He  thought  that  if  the  practice  of  letting  land 
adopted  in  this  country  were  extended  to  Irelana,  it  would  in  a  great 
degree  tend  to  prevent  the  too  great  increase  of  the  population.  He  looked 
more  to  the  increased  intelligence  and  information  which  had  been  acquired 
by  Irish  proprietors  on  this  subject,  than  to  any  other  remedy.  With  regard 
to  the  expense  of  emigration,  the  most  respectable  and  competent  of  tho 
witnesses  examined  by  the  Emigration  Committee,  agreed  tnat  60/.  was 

3uite  suflicient  to  transport  a  man,  his  wife,  and  three  children,  to  Nurtll 
imerica,  to  provision  them  for  fifteen  months,  and  to  supply  them  with  thu 
necessary  implements)  the  witnesses  were  equally  confident  that,  at  the 
end  of  five  years,  the  emigrant  would  be  able  to  commence  repaying  by 
instalments — particularly  if  permitted  to  pay  in  kind— 4he  money  advanced 
for  his  removal.  Colonel  Cockburn,  who  was  sent  out  by  Government, 
m^e  minute  inquiries  oq  this  point,  and  satisfied  himself  Uiat  thu  repay- 
raent  might  be  safely  calculated  on.  He  leported  a  great  number  of  cases 
in  which  emigrants  had  gone  out  without  a  shilling,  and  had  becomu 
possessed,  in  four  or  five  years,  of  comfortable  farms  and  buildiogs.  It 
was  to  be  considered,  too,  that  as  emigration  proceeded,  the  expense  was 
lessened :  when  settlements  were  once  made,  new  comers  could  at  oiico 
get  to  work  advantageously.  He  (Mr  Horton)  wuuM  venture  to  assert, 
that  not  a  family  would  emigrate  from  Ireland  that  would  not  call  out 
another  family,  and  support  it.  There  was  scarcely  a  settler  who  had  gone 
out  in  1823  or  1825  wno  had  not  written  to  his  friends  to  implore  iliem  to 
come  out  to  join  him,  and  promising  to  assist  them  with  food  until  they 
should  be  able  to  provide  for  themselves.  Reverting  to  the  question  of 
redundant  population  in  this  country,  IMr  Horton  explained  that,  far  from 
thinking  the  country  was  over-peopled  in  relation  to  its  extent,  he  deemed 
it  capable  of  supporting  even  a  much  larger  population  than  it  now  con¬ 
tained  ;  but  the  evil  was,  that  the  number  of  labourers  was  more  than 
equal  to  the  demand  for  labour.  In  conclusion,  Mr  Horton  alluded  to  a 
Bill  he  was  about  to  introduce  for  the  regulation  of  ships  conveying  passengers 
across  the  Atlantic.  Two  years  ago,  the  rassengers’  Act,  wluch  was  no 
doubt  very  objectionable,  was  repealed  *,  but  it  should  ratiier  have  been 
modified.  In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  all  legal  provision  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  numbers  of  poor  emigrants  bad  been  deceivea  and  exposed  to  tliu 
greatest  miseries  both  at  sea  and  on  land,  by  the  sordid  cupidity  of  unprin¬ 
cipled  ship-owners.  The  Bill  he  had  now  prepared  was  a  modification  of 
the  old  Act,  and  was  intended  to  prevent  the  misconduct  complained  of, 
without  imposing  unnecessary  restraints. 

Mr  Baring  (junior)  believed  the  repayment  of  the  money  advanced  to 
emigrants  would  be  fpund  more  easy  and  certain  than  was  anticipated. 
The  Canadians  were  so  willing  to  encourage  emigration,  that  if  Govern¬ 
ment  would  either  give  up  part  of  the  Crown  lands,  or  would  phrt  with  the 
supremacy  over  them,  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Canada  would  provide 
for  the  support  of  every  indigent  person  who  might  be  sent  over  into  that 
province. 

Mr  J.  Grattan  said  that,  as  far  as  he  could  learn,  the  feeling  of  the 
Irish  proprietors  was,  that  their  money  would  be  much  better  expended  upon 
local  improvements,  than  upon  objects  in  a  distant  country,  with  very  dis¬ 
tant  hopes  of  being  remuneratedf  for  the  outlay.  There  was  a  great  diffi¬ 
culty,  it  appeared,  to  keep  the  emigrants  from  quitting  Canada  for  the 
United  States ;  and  surely  those  States  did  not  want  ao  influx  of  the  Iriali 
population  to  increase  their  strength  and  their  hostility  towards  Eugland. 
If  it  were  understood  that  the  Eiuigratbn  Board  would  provide  for  tho 
ejected  tenantry,  the  Irish  landlords yvould  eject  by  wholesale,  in  order  to 
obtain  relief  for  themselves.

Sir  Fesncis  Bvudwtt  compliiDentcd  Bir  Itorton  for  his  diugsn^TO 
perseveraaoe,  and  thought  the  country  was  indebted  to  him  for  induciDg 
wentlcmen  to  tkini  on  this  important  subject 

Mr  Bskett  wondered  that  Mr  Horton  should  bavo^  for^ten  that 
vacuum  which  he  would  create  by  his  scheme  of  emigration,  would  be 
hlled  up  almost  as  rapidly  as  it  was  produced.  This  plan  wonld  ^t  nd  of 
the  valuable  and  enterprising  members  of  society,  and  the  evil  which  vm 
said  to  a£9ict  ibis  country  and  Ireland  would  remain  undiininishcd.  The 
want  of  employment  was  the  great  evil  which  weighed  down  foe  poor  of 
both  countries,  and  that  could  be  best  remedied  by  removing  the  obstacles 
which  stood  in  the  wgy  of  their  employment,— viz.  tithes,  taxes,  and  con¬ 
stant  ductuatioDS  in  prices  sod  the  value  of  money.  Why  was  not  the 
country  relieved  permanently  of  the  numbers  of  criminals  confined  for  three 
or  four  years  ia  the  hulks,  and  then  let  loose  on  society  again,  with  their 
vicious  education  completed  1  It  would  be  a  real  good  to  compel  these 
ofienders  to  emigrate. 

Colonel  Wood  vindicated  the  policy  of  emigration,  and  illustrated  the 
degraded  sUte  of  the  labouring  poor  by  referring  to  the  r^nt  practice  of 
the  farmers  about  Harrow  to  set  them  up  to  auction.  A  single  man  gene¬ 
rally  fetched  5».  a  week;  a  married  man,  with  his  wife,  brought  7*.;  and 
for  a  married  man,  with  a  family,  something  higher  was  given.  The  nrao 
tice  wu  however  at  length  abolished,  through  the  exertions  of  the  Magis¬ 
trates.

and  Irish  labourers  would  continue  to 
and  underwork  the  labourers  there, 
experiment  made  by  a  benevolent  friend  of  his,  Mr  William  Allen,  in  a 
parisli  near  bis  (Mr  John  Smith’s)  residence :  Mr  Allen  found  in  this  parish 
DO  lass  than  84  labourers  living  wholly  or  partly  on  the  poor  rates.  He 
esublished  a  school,  and  built  a  number  of  cottages,  to  each  of  which  he 
annexed  an  acre  and  a  quarter  of  land.  The  tenants  paid  rent  for  the  land, 
and  Mr  Alien  bad  never  found  one  of  them  a  defaulter.  The  comfort  and 
moral  habiu  produced  in  this  way  were  the  most  effectual  check  upon  the 
too  rapid  increase  of  population. 

After  some  remarks  from  Mr  Whitmore,  Sir  James  Graham,  and  Mr  Hus- 
kisson,  tlie  motion  was  ctrried. 

TASSEMGER-VESSELS’  REGULATION  BILL. 

Mr  W.  lIoRTOw  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Bill  to  revive  and  amend  an 
act  for. regulating  vessels  carrying  passengers  to  foreign  parts. 

Mr  Hums  said  the  former  Act  increased  the  expense  and  difficulty  of 
conveying  passengers  to  America,  without  diminishing  the  disease  and 
distress  among  them.  Tliis  Bill  was  certainly  in  contradiction  to  tbe  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Mr  Horton,  and  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Emigration  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr  HrsKissov  confessed  that  he  was  unable  to  understand  the  nature  of 
those  pure  abstract  principles  which  were  to  prevent  them  from  interfering 
where  tlie  interests  of  humanity  were  at  stake.  He  could  not  conceive  the 
meaning  of  those  general  principles  which  should  never  bend  to  circum¬ 
stances.  Last  year  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  emi^nts  from  Ireland  were 
carried  off  by  fever,  occasioned  by  over-crowded  vessels  and  insufiicient 
ibo<l. 

Mr  Stanley  said,  if  it  wece  found  necessary  to  regulate  bylaw  stage- 
coaciies  whicli  (ravelled  daily  in  our  own  country,  witn  respect  to  luggage 
and  passengers,  how  could  it  be  doubted  that  it  was  necessary  to  regulate 
the  mode  of  taking emieprants  across  the  Atlantic  ocean!  The  ihipt  selected 
for  this  purpose  were  oul  vessels,  and  were  never  used  a  second  time.  They 
were  crammed  with  human  beings,  badly  provided  with  necessaries,  and 
the  consequences  were  disease  and  death.  One  gentleman,  who  had  aecn 
slavc'ships  ladenr^with  their  human  cargoes,  declared  that  he  had  never 
witiievsea  any  one  of  Uiem  in  such  a  loathsome  state  u  that  in  which  he  had 
seen  the  persons  stowed  in  those  emigration  vessels. 

Mr  IloBiNsoN  gave  some  shocking  details  of  the  miseries  of  Irish  emi¬ 
grants  who  had  b^n  induced,  by  the  falsehoods  of  grasping  ship  owners,  to 
go  to  sea  with  insufficient  provisions  for  the  voyage. 

Ijeave  was  given  to  bring  in  tbe  Bill. 

TEST  AND  CORPORATION  ACTS. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  was  received,  and  leave  given  to  bring  in  a 
Bill  founded  on  it. 

The  Bill  was  afterwards  brought  in,  read  a  first  time,  and  the  aecond 
reading  fixed  for  the  I4th. 

EAST  RETPORO  DlSFRANCHISBUEliT. 

The  House  went  bto  a  Comndtiee,  and  examined  witHcseea.  A  burgeea 
of  l-ssl  Retford,  William  Grant,  exhibited  so  much  shuffling  and  evasion, 
that  Aid.  Waitliman  proposed  his  oommiiul  to  Newgate.  He  waa  howevei 
allowed  to  withdraw.  One  Robert  llodgkinson,  tbe  next  called,  said  that 
“  since  he  had  been  waitinn  in  the  lobby  without,  he  had  teen  Aid.  Parker, 
(of  k.ast  Retford)  wlio  had  told  him  that  no  roan  in  his  evidence  before  the 
House  was  bound  to  say  anything  that  might  commit  himself.” 

Mr  TawNYMM  then  intimated,  thet  he  llmught  the  cese  tgaiost  the

refuse  answering  the  question  put  to  him,  the  Committee  ought  to  go  in  a 
JxMiy,  with  (heir  Chairman  at  their  head,  and  apologize  to  the  individusi 
whom  they  committed  to  Newgate  yesterday  (Fox.) 

Mr  Littlxton  wu  surprised  that  the  Attorney-General  should  have 
shown  himself  so  ignorant  of  the  law  of  Parliament.  But  his  ignorance  was 
the  leut  to  be  considered.  He  had  shewn  a  contempt  for  that  Taw.  {Hear!) 

The  Attor  Key-General,  in  a  most  impassioned  tone  sod  manner,  said 
that  he  rose  to  defend  himself  from  the  unrounded,  coarse,  and  w^ton  ac¬ 
cusation  of  Mr  Littleton.  He  disdained  such^stic  coarseness  of  language 
as  that  to  whidi  tbe  Honourable  Member  for  Staffordshire  had  descended. 

As  a  lawyer,  be  abjured  and  repudiated  the  doctrine  which  that  Hon.  5lenv> 
her  bad  advanced  with  such  rustic  coarseness.  If  tbe  Hon,  Member  talked 
to  him  u  a  lawyer,  u  a  lawyer  he  would  disdain  to  answer  what  tbe  Hon. 
Member  had  vomit^  forth.  He  hoped  however  that  it  might  be  permitted 
to  an  Attorney-General  to  know  his  duties  and  his  rights  u  a  Member  of 
Parliament.  He  saw  no  rea^n  for  yielding  in  any  respect  to  tbe  Hon. 
Member  for  Staffordshire.  He  wu  tW  Hon.  Gentleman’s  equal  in  rank, 
in  fortune,  and  in  station.  There  was  no  man  who  sat  on  any  bench — there 
wu  no  man  who  sat  in  any  comer  of  that  House,  who  wu  more  inde- 

fendent  than  himself.  The  Hon.  Member  for  Staffordshire  bad  attacked 
im  u  Attomey-GeneraL  He  had  not  given  any  opinion  u  Attorney- 
General.  He  repeated,  that  there  wu  no  man  on  either  side  of  the 
House  more  independent  than  himself;  and  that  the  cbaiges  made  by 
the  Hon.  Member  for  Staffordshire  were  rude,  wanton,  a^  unfounded  * 
(Hear,  and  laughter.) 

Mr  Peel  wu  sure  his  Hon.  Friend  (Mr  lAttleton)  would  admit  that  his 
Learned  Friend ’the  Attorney-General  was  justified  in  the  warmth  with 
which  he  had  defended  his  character  {Criet  of  “  No,  no.”).  The  practice 
of  Parliament  certainly  differed  from  that  of  a  courfof  law  ;  and  it  was  dis¬ 
tinctly  laid  down  in  an  Order  of  the  House  in  March  1818,  that  a  witness 
wu  tmund  to  answer  the  questions  of  the  House,  and  that  the  House  would 
protect  him  from  any  bad  consequences  of  his  answers. 

Mr  Littleton  said,  that  nothing  had  fallen  from  him,  which  could  war¬ 
rant  the  interoperate  language  of  tbe  Attorney- General.  ’  He  had  said  that, 
for  an  Attorney-General  to  state  that  a  witness  wu  not  bound'to  answer 
questions  criminative  of  himself,  wu  to  exhibit  an  extraordinary  ignorance  j 
of  the  laws  and  customs  of  Parliament.  That  opinion  he  was  still  prepared 
to  maintain. 

Mr  Horace  Twiss  could  not  see  how  a  witness  wu  to  be  protected  in 
case  of  prosecution  in  a  court  of  law,  since  Members  of  that  House  might  be 
called  upon  to  give  evidence  against  him. 

The  Speaker  conceived  it  wu  beyond  doubt,  that  a  Member  of  this 
House  could  not  be  lequired,  or  allowed,  to  givs  evidence  elsewhere  of 
what  he  had  heard  in  Parliament.  On  this  privilege  mainly  depended  the 
rights  and  dignity  of  Parliament.  ^ 

*  The  examination  again  proceeded,  the  witnesses  being  distinctly  told  that* 
the  House  would  protect  them  from  the  consequences  ol  any  statement  they 
might  make  in  evidence.  After  several  persons  had  deposed  to  the  flagrant 
bribery  at  the  Retford  elections,  tbe  enquiry  wu  adjourned,  and  the  House’ 
broke  up  at  oue  o’clock.

If  they  had  moved  at  all,  it  was  an  imper¬ 
ceptible  inovcment  But  it  was  the  business  of  Parliament  to  see  that  the 
nroeress  of  improvement  was  steady  and  effectual.  That  such  was  not  the 
case  was  proved  by  the  fact,  that  out  of  twenty  suggestions  or  heads  of 
grievances,  nine  roost  important  ones,  including  the  flogging  of  females, 
had  been  entirely  neglected  by  all  the  Colonists.

GREECE  AKD  TURKEY. 

Sir  R.  Wilson  wished  to  ask  whether  there  was  any  truth  in  the  report, 
that  immediately  after  the  battle  of  Navarino  between  2,000  and  3,000 
Greek  slaves  had  been  transported  from  the  Morea  to  Egypt?  No  such 
removal  could  take  place  without  the  permission  of  the  Commander  of  the 

Allied  forces.  ...  j  . 

Mr  Hussisson  said,  he  believed  the  report  was  too  well  founded. 
Orders  had  been  sent  to  the  Commanders  in  the  Mediterranean  to  prevent 
the  transportation  of  Greek  captives ;  but  the  ships  of  the  Allies  had  been  i 
unable  to  interfere  with  the  transports,  owing  to  their  ships  being  com¬ 
pelled  to  put  into  Malta  to  refit  after  the  battle  of  Navarino. 

CORPORATION  AND  TEST  ACTS. 

Sir  Tuomas  Acland  gave  notice  that  he  would,  in  the  Committee  on  the 
Bill  for  repealing  these  Acts,  move  the  insertion  of  a  clause  imposing  an 
oath  or  declaration  upon  those  who  were  obliged  by  the  present  law  to  take 
the  sacramefit. 

ABUSES  IN  CUARITABLE  INSTITUTIONS. 

Mr  D.  W.  Harvby,  in  moving  for  a  return  of  the  number  of  Bills  filed 
in-  the  Courts  of  Equity  under  the  authority  of  the  Commissioners  ap¬ 
pointed  to  inquire  concerning  Charities  in  England  and  Wales,  said  that  it 
was  now  full  time  that  the  Houm  should  know  something  as  to  the  result  of 
the  labours  of  these  Commissioners.  In  the  last  twenty-six  years  there 
had  been  thirty-eight  Reports  presented  by  different  Commissioners  of 
Inquiry,  and  tlie  expense  to  which  those  Commissioners  had  put  the 
country,  amounted  within  a  few  pounds  to  1,000,000/.  sterling.  Nor  had 
their  labours  led  to  any  practical  benefit.  He  would  how,  however,  con¬ 
fine  himself  to  inquiring  into  the  result  of  the  labours  of  those  appointed  in 
18,18;  to  whom  the  money  advanced  already  was  120,000/.  independent 
of  the  30,000/.  annually  paid  them  for  expenses  since  their  appointment. 
Apd  yet  no  result  had  emanated  from  their  labours,  except  it  were  that 
terror  had  been  iuspired  by  the  seventeen  folio  volumes  of  eight  hundred 
pages  each,  which  tney  had  laid  upon  the  table,  and  by  the  additional  folio 
volume  of  five  hundred  pages,  which  they  had  recently  presented  to  the 
House  as  an  index  to  the  contents  of  the  first  fourteen  volumes  of  their 
Reports.  If  half  the  contents  of  those  volumes  had  been  omitted,  the  pub¬ 
lic  would  have  been  more  benefitted ;  for  they  contained  nothing  but  a 
tranacript  of  titles,  which  increased  the  expense  of  printing,  and  deterred 
any  person  from  perusing  them.  He  should  like  to  know  what  had  been 
done  in  the  case  of  the  Brentwood  School  Charity  in  Essex.  It  appeared 
from  the  Report  thht  a  school  was  erected  there  many  years  ago,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  a  classical  education  to  the  children  of  the  inhabitants. 
The  funds  of  that  school  had  augmented  from  100/.  to  2,000/.  a  year ;  and 
yet  upon  that  foundation  not  more  than  three  children  were  educated,  aud 
the  whole  of  the  funds  were  applied  by  the  patron  of  the  school  to  the  use 
of  his  own  family.— The  returns  were  ordered.

CATHOLIC  QUESTION. 

Sir  Francis  Burdxtt,  after  presenting  a  petition  from  the  Catholics  of 
Irdand,  praying  the  removal  of  the  penal  laws,  gave  notice  that  he  would 
bring  forwa^  the  Catholic  question  on  the  29th  of  April.

TREATY  OF  LIMERICK. 

Sir  Hekrt  Parnxll  moved  for  the  production  of  this  treaty ;  the  articles 
of  which,^  he  contended  at  tome  length,  had  been  violated.  Those  he 
chiefly  insisted  upon  were  the  first  and  the  ninth,  the  latter  referring  to  the 
oath  of  allegiance:—

The  ninth  article  did  not  refer  to  the  whole 
body  of  Irish  Catholics,  but  to  those  in  the  service  of  King  James,  who 
would  submit  to  take  the  oath.  Mr  Peel  argued  at  considerable  length 
gainst  the  construction  put  upon  the  treaty  by  Sir  Henry  Famell  and  Mr 
Grattan. 

Mr  Spring  Rice,  and  Mr  Dawson  (of  Louth),  followed  on  the  other 
side;  and  the  motion  was  agreed  to. 

SCOTCH  LAW  OF  ENTAIL. 

Mr  Kennedy  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  amend  the  law  of  entail 
in  Scotland ;  a  law  which  bad  originally  been  framed  to  support  the  Scot¬ 
tish  aristrocracy,  but  which  was  operating  to  the  ruin  of  that  order.  An  in¬ 
dividual,  possessed  of  a  fee  simple  estate,  could  entail  his  property  to  his 
heirs  unborn  for  all  future  generations,  and  in  anp  way  he  pleased,  with  no

restriction  whatever.  Half  the  landed  property  in  Scotland  was  under  the 
strictest  entail,  which  limited  the  investment  oi  capital,  promoted  litigation, 
and  disturbed  the  happiness  of  families.  He  purposed  to  enable  each  heir 
of  entail  to  disentail  one  third  of  the  estate,  excepting  the  estates  of  Peers. 

MANUMISSION  OF  SLAVES. 

Mr  WiLMOT  Horton  brought  forward  his  motion  for  the  production  of 
the  Minutes  of  Evidence  taken  before  the  Privy  Council,  rdating  to  the 
manumission  of  slaves  in  Demerara  and  Berbice.  He  called  the  attention 
of  the  House  particularly  to  a  clause  which  had  crept  into  the  new  code  for 
the  compulsoiy  manumission  of  slaves ;  it  had  long  formed  part  of  the  Tri¬ 
nidad  law,  and  the  process  was  merely  this— upon  a  slave  asking  his  free¬ 
dom,  he  employed  au  appraiser,  who  had  only  to  purchase  a  slave  of  e^uat 
value  for  the  master,  and  the  process  was  at  an  end.  This  system  might 
operate  well  in  Trinidad,  where  the  market  was  well  stocked  with  slaves ; 
but  was  inapplicable  to  Demerara  and  Berbice,  where  there  was  no  such 
means  of  indemnifying  the  master  for  his  loss  of  property,  from  the  limited 
number  of  slaves  in  the  market. 

lA)rd  Nugent  aud  Mr  W.  Smith  protested  against  the  principle,  that 
any  planter  had  a  legal  property  in  his  slave  ;  nor  could  any  Parliament 
ever  give  the  right,  wbl<;^  the  laws  of  God  and  nature  forbade  to  exist.  It 
was  therefore  idle  to  talk  of  compensating  the  colonists  for  that  they  had  no 
right  to  possess. 

Mr  Whitmore  thought  it  useless  to  attempt  anything,  unless  compulsory 
manumission  were  persisted  in. 

Mr  A.  Baring  condemned  the  intemperate  language  of  the  last  three 
speakers ;  whose  doctrines,  he  said,  endangered  the  safety  of  the  Colonies  as 
much  as  the  vacillating  conduct  ef  the  Abolitionists  irritated  the  colonists. 
There  were  many  other  classes  of  people  whose  situation  deserved  more 
commiseration  than  that  of  the  slaves. 

Air  IIusEissoN  also  censured  the  course  pursued  that  night ;  and  con¬ 
tended,  that  the  state  of  the  slave  population  had  been  greatly  improved 
within  the  last  twenty  years.  He  wished  it  however  to  be  understood,  that 
Government  did  not  intend  to  give  up  the  clause  of  compulsory  manumis- 
rion ;  all  they  wanted  was,  a  plan  by  which  they  could  carry  it  into  effect. 

Mr  Buxton  said,  that  he  and  his  friends  did  not  ask  for  immediate  abo¬ 
lition-— ail  that  they  wished  was,  that  the  slaves  might  gradually  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  receive  it.  He  was  willing  to  compensate  the  planters  for  present 
losses,  and  the  slaves  for  past  sufferings. 

Mr  J.  Wilson  said  he  was  proprietor  of  an  estate  in  the  North  of  England, 
and  also  of  another  in  the  West  Indies,  and  he  declared  to  God  that  those 
who  resided  on  the  property  abroad  were  *in  R  much  better  condition  in 
every  respect  than  his  tenantry  in  England* 

The  motion  was  agreed  to.

Mr  Brougham  asked  whetbe(Jt  was  true,  as  stated  in  the  newspaperss, 
tliat  a  Judge  in  India  had  been  suspended  for  having,  in  delivering  a  legal 
opinion,  alluded  toMhe  possibility  of  the  non-renewal  of  the  Company’s 
Charter,  when  it  should  by  law  expire  1  He  (Mr  B>)  could  hardly  bring  . 
himself  to  believe  that  k  judge  coulu  be  so  illegally  treated,  because  he  haa 
chosen  in  argument  to  contemplate  the  possibility  of  that  which  he  (Mr  B.) 
earnstly  wished  might  prove  tue  fact— namely,  that  the  Company's  charter 
would  not  be  renewed,  at  least  without  great  curtailment  of  their  luonopoly. 

Mr  Courtenay  said,  it  was  impossible  for  him  positively  to  deny  thst 
the  Judge  in  question  (Mr  Courtenay  Smith)  had  been  suspendea;  but 
certainly  the  Board  of  Control  bad  received  no  intelligence  to  that  effect, 
He  must  candidly  state  however  that  they  had  received  information  of  an 
explanation  of  the  expression  alluded  to,  havii^  been  asked  of  Mr  Courtenay 
Smith,  by  the  Vice  President  of  the  Council.  % 

PUBLIC  CHARlTIBf. 

Af  r  PsiL  moved  for  a  return  of  the  number  of  counties  to  which  the  Com- 
miwioiiem  bad  extoaded  ibcir  enquiries  since  1824,  aud  of  the  number  of 
causes  instituted  by  the  Attorney-General  for  the  Commissioners  in  (he 
same  period.  Mr  reel  adverted  to  the  objection  made  to  the  expense  of 
the  Reports,  aud  reminded  the  House  of  the  importance  of  having  a  corn- 
plete  aud  authenticated  record  of  the  funds  of  each  charity. — Mr  Brougham 
concurred  with  Air  Peel  in  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  remarked  that  what 
Parliament  wanted  was  a  registiatinu  ef  the  rights  ef  the  poor.  I1te  jmb- 
lication  of  the  Reports  bad  ^no  very  great  good ;  in  various  parts^oi  tko 
cpuauy  he  hw  bouMuiimg  cqaiMeMKi  with  charitehlc  ioqiNUUofii  . 
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sequence  of  the  labours  of  the  CommiMion,  aided  by  the  press.  It  was  ab¬ 
solutely  necessary  that  the  Reports  should  go  into  great  detail.  Ou  the 
whole,  the  Commission  had  discharged  its  duties  in  a  manner  which  ex* 
ceeded  bis  expectations.  ^ 

CATHOLIC  PETITIOir. 

Mr  BaovoifAM  presented  the  Petition  of  the  Catholic  Body  in  Ireland, 
praying  for  emancipation.  He  spoke  highly  of  the  ability  and  eloquence 
of  the  Petition,  and  said  he  should  speak  more  at  large  on  the  subject  when 
Sir  F.  BurdeU's  motion  w’as  debated.  The  Petition  was  laid  on  the  table. 

LICENSING  SYSTEM. 

Mr  Rrougiiam  presented  a  petition  from  John  Yule,  publican,  of 
Halifax  in  Yorkshire,  complaining  that  he  bad  been  totally  ruined  by  the 
refusal  of  the  Justices  to  renew  his  license,  without  any  reason  assigned, 
and  notwilhslanding  the  uniform  propriety  and  order  with  which  he  had 
conducted  his  house.  Mr  Brougham  begged  the  attention  of  the  House  to 
this  case,  which  was  the  hardest  he  had  ever  known  of  the  kind.  [While 
mal^ng  this  statement,  the  I^earned  Gentleman  was  interrupted  by  a  pri¬ 
vate  conversation  between  Mr  ]M.  A.  Taylor  and  Mr  Secretary  Peel.  He 
coinpUioed  of  the  interruption,  which  produced  some  sharp  remarks  from 
BIr  faylor.J 

east  RETFORD  DISFRANCHISEMENT. 

The  House  in  Committee  resumed  the  examination  of  witnesses,  who  de¬ 
posed  toihe  systematic  bribery  at  the  elections  in  the  Borough.  A  former 
witness  fFox)  having  stated  that  in  1818  he  received  2,800/.  from  Samuel 
Crompton,  Esq.  then  a  candidate  for  East  Retford  (and  now  Member  for 
Derby)  Mr  I).  W.  Harvey,  after  insisting  npon  the  necessity  of  not  screen¬ 
ing  delinquents  of  a  higher  class,  while  the  bumbler  offenders  were  punish¬ 
ed,  moved  that  Mr  Crompton  be  <^led  to  the  bar  to  give  evidence  on  this 
subject. 

1’he  Chairman  said  this  was  a  very  unusual  motion,  and  thought  a 
Member  might  refuse  to  answer  questions. 

Mr  W  vNN  thought  the  Committee  might  insist  upon  answers. 

Mr  Samuel  Crompton  said  he  was  not  ashamed  of  any  thing  he  had 
done.

Mr  D.  W.  Harvey. — I  say,thit  if— (Grea/  confusion) — -if the  Committee 
examine  the  Hon.  Member  for  Derby,* or  any  other  Hon.  Member,  I,  as 
Member  for  Colchester,  will  interrogate  that  man. 

Mr  Calcrapi  suggested  that  in  the  state  of  excitation  under  which  his 
Hon.  Friend  (Mr  Crompton)  laboured,  his  examination  should  be  postponed 
to  another  day.

WEEKLY  COMMERCIAL  REPORT. 

We  cannot  this  week  more  usefully  employ  a  portion  of  the  space  allotted 
to  this  article,  ;ban  by  referring  to  the  present  state  of  the  Wool  Trade, 
both  as  regards  *.he  raw  material  and  the  manufactured  goods.  A  short 
time  since,  sales  of  the  former  could  scarcely  be  forced  at  any  sacrihee  * 
now  they  can  be  effected  but  at  severely  depressed  prices,  and  at  these 
prices  there  is  some  activity  in  the  market,  for  the  purpose  of  msnufacturiDg 
g^oods  for  America.  The  great  proportion  of  these  gocras  are  making,  under 
the  impression  of  increased  orders  from  tha^country,  where  a  more  liberal 
system  with  regard  to  the  tndfic  in  corn  is  in  operation,  which  is  very  gene¬ 
rally  expected  in  the  manufacturing  counties.  We  are  fully  aware  of  the 
predicament  in  which  manufacturers  are  placed  by  reason  of  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  Corn  Laws,  and  particularlly  in  their  trade  with  the  United 
States ;  and  we  will  offer  them  what  we  believe  will  prove  sound— at  any 
j  rate  it  will  be  sincere— advice  upon  the  subject.  We ‘know  that  this  is 
the  period  for  the  goods  intended  for  America  to  be  manufactured,  and 
it  is  quite  clear  that  if  any  approach  to  a  really  liberal  system  in  the 
Corn  I'rade  were  to  be  adopted,  that  the  orders  for  British  manufactured 
goods  from  the  Americans  would  flow  in  to  a  large  extent.  We  also  bear  in 
mind,  that  if  the  looms  are  not  now  at  work  in  anticipation  of  those  orders, 
the  opportunity  of  supplying  them,  if  the  expectations  respecting  them  be 
realized,  would  be  in  a  great  measure  lost ;  and  the  only  question  to  be 
asked  is  (and  upon  that  enquiry  hinges  the  prudence  or  rashness  of  the 
speculation)  what  are  the  chances  of  a  liberal  Corn  Trade  being  adopted  by 
the  present  Cabinet  ?  Mr  Huskisson,  the  head  and  front  of  the  system  out 
of  which  it  must  emanate,  is  hors  de  combat.  As  a  champion  in  Parlia¬ 
ment  of  this  or  any  other  question,  he  is  now  politically  desm.  Those  who 
pay  attention  to  the  Premier’s  declaration,  that  a  bill  will  be  intro¬ 
duced  this  Session  upon  the  same  principle  as  that  of  the  last,  respect¬ 
ing  the  Corn  Trade,  have  more  faith  than  ourselves.  It  may  be  upon  the 
same  principle,  according  to  official  patois,  but  not  according  to  plain  com¬ 
mon  sense,  and  we  must  look  to  facts  to  guide  us  with  regard  to  this  decla¬ 
ration — Will  the  Duke  be  conteuted  to  stultify  his  notable  proceedings  in 
Parliament  last  year  regarding  that  bill,  by  now  fulfilling  to* the  letter  his 
declaration  this  year  ?  Will  he  be  contented  to  give  up  all  the  honours  he 
received  last  autumn  at  country  fairs  and  market  crosses,  as  the  hero  of 
monopoly,  more  noisy  far  than  any  he  gained  for  his  laurels  at  Waterloo, 
for  the  purpose  of  honouring  the  memory  of  his  departed  political  enemy, 
1^  adopting  his  bill  I  Besides,  the  Duke  has  now  to  propitiate  the  Ultra 
Tories,  who,  if  they  are  not  in  actual  opposition,  are  unwilling  coadjutors, 
because  forsooth  they  consider  the  present  Administration  too  liberal !  If, 
under  these  circumstances,  and  others  that  might  be  added,  an  honest 
Corn  Bill  is  expected,  it  is  not  by  us ;  and  if  that  measure  do  not  take 
place,  the  consequence  of  active  operations  among  manufacturers  now  must 
be  overloaded  warehouses  in  the  summer ;  and  we  think  it  better  to  lament 
orders  lost,  than  stocks  unsaleable. 

The  Colonial  Market  evinced  more  firmness  and  activity  last  week  than 
the  preceding  ;  but  this  state  is  only  to  be  accounted  for  in  the  reduced 
stocks  of  retail  dealers,  who  have  been  compelled  to  come  more  fteely  into 
the  market.  Rum  and  coffee  are  steady  in  price  and  demand.  The  non- 
arrival  of  any  decisive  intelligence  from  the  East  of  Europe  hts  slightly 
depressed  saltpetre,  which  may  now  be  bought  at  23s,  ^  other  East 
India  produce  there  is  nothing  to  notice. 

Tallow  remains  very  steady  in  price,  being  42s.  9d.  on  the  spot,  42s.  for 
April  and  Alay  delivery,  and  38s.  3d,  to  38s,  Od,  for  shipments  of  this  year’s 
brack.  The  stock  on  hand  is  very  short;  and  as  the  accounts  from  St 
Petersburg  now  state  that  the  quantity  for  shipment  this  season  will  not  be 
excessive,  a  farther  rise  may  be  looked  for.

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LONDON,  March  9,  1828. 

The  French  papers  of  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  bring 
news  of  considerable  importance.  The  apprehended  nature  of  the 
answer  to  the  King’s  Speech  from  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  which 
has  not  yet  been  agreed  upon,  has  it  seems  led  to  the  resignation  of 
the  two  remaining  Ministers  of  Villele’s  Cabinet,  the  Count  De 
Chabrol,  Minister  of  the  Marine,  and  Frayssinous,  Bishop  of 
Ilermopolis,  Minister  of  Ecclesiastical  Affairs.  These  remnants  of 
an  unpopular  junta  arc  replaced  by  M.  Hyde  De  NEUviLLE,'and 
M.  Feutrier,  Bishop  of  Beauvais,  who  maintains  a  highly  respect¬ 
able  character,  and  is  a  zealous  supporter  of  the  independence  of  the 
Oaliican  Church.  In  addition  to  these  changes,  twenty  Prefects  of 
Departments  have  also  been  displaced,  and  a  Commission  has  been 
nominated  to  inquire  into  the  policy  of  producing  a  new  organization 
of  the  Municipal  and  Departmental  Authority.  It  appears  to  be  the 
wish  of  the  liberals  to  interpose  intermediate  bariiers  to  Government 
p**l^oU8m,  in  some  respects  resembling  our  Corporations.  All  these 
indications  demonstrate  the  strength  of  the  recoil  which  would  at  no 
distant  period  have  taken  place,  had  Jesuitical  counsels  much  longer 
prevailed  in  the  French  Cabinet.

We  learn  by  letters  from  Lisbon,  that  Don  Miouel  arrived  in  that 
Wrt  cn  the  22d  Februa^.  A  fray  has  taken  place  in  that  capital 
ottweea  certain  British  Odeers  ai^  a  Portuguese  mob,  in  which  Sir 


Vincent  Cotton  of  the  Lancers  received  a  wound  with  a  bayonet. 
The  quarrel  appears  to  have  originated  in  a  disagreement  having  no 
connexion  with  political  animosities. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  mention  a  singular  tax,  imposed  by  the 
Government  of  Russia,  on  commercial  travellers  in  that  country. 
According  to  the  Nttremberg  Correfpondent,  this  tax  is  not  to  be  paid 
on  entering  the  Russian  dominions,  but  the  day  and  hour  of  the  tra¬ 
veller’s  arrival  must  be  entered  on  his  passport.  When  he  leaves  the 
empire,  his  passport  is  to  be  examined  by  a  Custom-house  officer,  and 
the  tax  paid  according  to  the  time  he  has  remained  in  Russia.  If  he 
has  been  there  only  six  months  or  less,  he  pays  nothing ;  if  from  six 
to  twelve  months,  880 ;  and  if  twelve  months  gr  mol^e,  2,200  rubles. 
This  is  singular  finance. 

We  learn  from  the  American  papers,  that  on  the  report  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Trade,  made  to  Congress  the  3d  February  last,  a  bill  has 
been  founded  and  twice  read,  which  imposes  higher  duties  on  the 
import  of  cotton  and  woollen  goods,  iron,  glass,  articles  manufactured 
from  hemp,  foreign  spirits,  and  molasses. 

The  Spanish  squadron  and  force  commanded  by  Laguaroe  has 
appeared  off  the  coast  of  Cumana,  but  the  Colombians  seem  quite 
ready  to  receive  him.  It  is  to  be  wished  they  were  as  unanimous 
among  themselves  as  in  their  opposition  to  the  common  enemy. 

The  unusual  pugnaciousness  exhibited  just  now  by  official  perso¬ 
nages  is  doubtless  appropriate  to  the  military  administration  under 
which  they  serve.  A  word  and  a  blow  is  the  present  style  h-la- Wel¬ 
lington.  A  few  nights  ago,  Mr  Peel  suddenly  and  spontaneously 
took  fire,  sputtered  away  like  an  aspersed  and  angry  tallow  candle, 
and  retreat^  from  the  House  in  the  manner  of  Captains  who  find  » 
their  positions  untenable.  On  his  return  to  the  field,  however,  be 
vowed  that  he  had  only  fiillen  back  upon  his  supplies,  rested  his  rear 
at  Bellamy  s,  aud  apptt^^'d  on  the  wing  of  a  chicken.  Sheridan 
lays  it  down  as  a  dramatic  principle,  that  whenever  the  heroine  goes 
mad  in  white  satin,  the  waiting  woman  runs  doubly  distracted  in 
white  linen.  To  observe  this  propriety,  to  preserve  the  unity  of  cap¬ 
tiousness,  the  Attorney-General  very  becomingly  went  raving 
on  Tuesday  night,  aud  foamed  at  the  mouth,  aud  snapped  away  in  a 
style  of  rage  befitting  a  dog  of  war  in  the  ministry  of  Mars. 

The  Learned  Gentleman  had  objected  to  a  question  put  to  a  witness 
appearing  in  the  F.ast  iietlord  case,  on  Hie  ground  of  its  tendency  to 
self-conviction.  Mr  Littleton  remarked  upon  the  ignorance  of 
Parliamentary  usage  in  which  this  cavil  must  have  originated,  and 
the  Attorney  instantly  resented  the  affront  with  a  felicitous  combi¬ 
nation  of  the  waspishness  of  a  cur,  and  the  disdainful  topics  and  lofiy 
airs  of  a  lady’s  maid.  Nothing  was  omitted  but  the  **  Marry  come 
ups 

He  rose  to  defend  himself  from  the  unjounded,  coarse,  and  wanton 
accusation  of  the  Honourable  Member  for  Statiordshh  e,  who  had  presumed 
to  charge  him  with  ignorance  of  the  law  aud  usage  of  Parliament.  Ho 
had  been  longer  in  Parliament  than  the  HonuM|^le  Member  for  Stafford¬ 
shire  ;  and  was,  at  least,  as  familiar  with  the^H^  and  usages  of  Parlia¬ 
ment  as  that  Honourable  Member.  The  Honourable  Member  for  Stafford¬ 
shire  had  thought  proper  to  attack  him  iii  a  manner  which  he  would  not 
retaliate  or  reciprocate.  He  disdained  such  rustic  coarseness  of  language. 

If  the  Houourable  Member  for  Staffordshire  talked  to  him  as  a  lawyer,  as  a 
lawyer  he  would  disdain  to  answer  what  the  Honourable  Member  for 
Staffordshire  had  tiowiVed  yorM.  He  saw  no  reason  for  yielding  in  any 
respect  to  the  Honourable  Member  for  Staffordshire.  He  was  that  Honour¬ 
able  Gentleman’s  equal  in  ran  A,  in  f attune,  and  in  station.  There  was  no 
roan  who  sat  on  any  bench — there  was  no  man  who  sat  in  any  corner  of 
tliat  House,  who  was  more  independent  than  himself ;  and  the  charges 
made  by  the  Honourable  Member  tor  Staffordshire  were  rude,  wanton,  and  > 
utfounded,** 

This  is  the  true  style  of  Mrs  Slipslop — As  good  flesh  and  blood 
as  you,  and  have  us  while  a  skin.  But  I  should  uot  think  for  to  go 
to  demean  myself  by  retaliating  on  such  a  baggage ;  1  disdain  such 
coarseness,  you  b - y  b— — eh.'’ 

Even  an  exhibition  of  this  nature  is  not  without  its  use.  Surely 
the  House  of  Commonfk  and  the  country  should  learn  from  it  how 
utterly  blinded  and  warped  lawyers  are  by  their  technicalities,  and  • 
consequently  how  Idle  it  is  to  attach  any  weight  to  their  opinions  in 
objection  to  reforms.  Here  was  a  man  who  had  sat  for  many  years  in 
the  House,  and  who  y^  could  not  for  Ids  life  avoid  committing  him- 
self  to  the  absurdity  of  supposing  the  worst  rules  of  his  Courts  to 
govern  its  proceedings.  What  can  such  a  judgment  be  worth-^a 
judgment  which  is  filled  with  one  prejudice,  and  has  therefore  no 
capacity  of  apprehending  facts  and  inferences  the  most  obvious. 

We  rejoice  to  say  that  our  Scholar,  theDukeofWELLiiiOTOii,  it 
taking  great  pains  with  his  education.  Six  weeks  ago  we  taught  him 
his  letters,  and  he  is  now  at  Demand  and  Supply  in  political  economy  t

same  office,  the  useless,  unproductive,  ineffective,  excrescential,  yWngua- 

?art  aliached  to  it,  amounts  to  upwardsof  20,000/. !  Again,  in  the  Medical 
)epartment,  wliat  pretty  pickings  have  the  doctors  secured  to  themselves ! 
The  actual  medieal  ofHceri  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  are  estimated  at  an 
expense  of  8,000/. ;  the  superannuation  charge  exceeds  3,400/.  Tlie  active, 
branch  of  fhe  Paymasiej-Generart  department  costs  the  country  22,000/. 
per  annum :  the  rotten  or  superannuation  branch,  above  8,000/.  per  annum ; 
add  thus  it  goes  on.** 

JThere  are  now  four  retired  Chancellors,  enjoying  pensions  of  four 
thousand  a-year  each ;  ao^liot  one  of  these  gentlemen  thinks  himself 
bound  to  lend  any  assUtanco  to  the  present  holder  of  tbe  seals,  who 
certainly  needi  all  the  aid  that  can  be  afforded  him.

Gambling — Folly  op  Legal  Interference  with  it.— An  immensity 
of  exceedingly  proper  indignation  has  beeu  vented  on  the  establishment 
of  the  Pandemonium  in  St  James's  street.  The  public  mind  could  have 
endured  the  idea  of  six  shabby  little  hells  in  Pallmall  with  tolerable  ease 
and  composure  ;  but  its  patience  sinks  under  the  load  of  so  big  and  fine 
a  house  in  St  James's  street.  From  a  similar  kind  of  sentiment,  the  lady 
objected  to  the  project  of  sweeping  chimnies  by  means  of  drawing  up  a 
goose  flapping,  and  floundering,  and  struggling  against  the  string  ;  but 
readily  consented  to  the  employment  of  a  pair  of  ducks  in  the  same  agree¬ 
able  office.  Gambling  is  undoubtedly  a  horrid  vice,  and  it  were  desirable 
to  prevent  it  by  law but  when  it  is  found  impossible  to  pot  a  stop  to  any 
mischief  by  law,  the  next  best  thing  is  to  jregulale  it.  The  French 
government,  knowing  that  man  will  gamble,  t^es  the  cards  into  its  own 
hands — the  proceeding  is  a  sore  scandal  in  the  judgment  of  foreigners  ; 
blit  is  it  attended  with  worse  consequences  than  our  system  of  prohibiting 
what  wo  cannot  prevent  ?  In  Parii,  where  the  gaming-houses  are 
licensed,  they  are  o|wn  to  the  whole  world.  If,  therefore,  a  father  wants 
to  know  whether  his  son  gambles,  if  a  merchant  desires  to  discover  whe¬ 
ther  his  clerk  or  psrtner  plays,  he  has  nothing  to  do  but  to  visit  the  houses 
and  he  ascertains  the  point,  and  takes  bis  measures  accordingly.  Here 
there  is  really  as  much  gaming,  fin  pecouiary  amount  at  least,)  and  no 
such  opportunity  of  detection.  The  law  cannot  stop  the  play,  but  it 
succeeds  in  barricadoing  the  doors  against  those  interested  in  discovering 
the  players.  The  only  persons  who  have  access  to  these  fortresses  are 
the  gamblers;  and  their  very  first  encouragement  is  often  the  secrecy 
which  they  know  necessarily  belongs  to  them.  Were  they  thrown  open, 
hundreds  who  now  haunt  them— sons,  husbands,  clerks,  partners  in  mer¬ 
cantile  houses.  &c. — would  be  driven  away  from  their  doors  by  the  fear 
of  discovery.  Would  the  toleration  invite  others  to  occupy  their  places? 
This  seems  doubtful ;  “  A  wilful  man  will  have  his  way."  Those  who 
have  the  itch  of  gaming  on  them  will  never  lack  the  means ;  and  the  pro¬ 
bability  is,  that  there  is  as  much  play  at  this  moment  as  the  appetite  ef 
society  allows  of.  The  law's  prohibition  is  brutum  fuhsun.  Prudence 
and  a  respect  fur  good  morals  are  the  only  real  checks  on  the  vice.  The 
alarmist  will  object,  that  the  law's  toleration  of  gaming-liouses  would 
change  the  public  opinion  of  the  practice.  The  law  tolerates  Judaism  i 
has  it  tempted  any  man  to  become  a  Jaw  ?  Tole^tiou  is  neither  the 
same  thing  as  recommendation  or  countenance.  We  need  not  go  so  far 
as  the  French,  and  make  the  government  actually  ministerial  to  the  vice* 
^London  Magazine. 

Uamiltonian  System. — The  method  of  iiiterlineary  translations  was 
resorted  to  in  England  as  early  as  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizahelli  ;  and  of 
late  on  the  Continent, especially  by  Pesfalozxi  at  Iverdun  in  Switzerland. 
In  fact,  ever  since  languages  have  been  taught,  the  necessity  of  literal 
translations  have  been  felt,  and  every  good  teacher  considered  them  as 
the  preliminary  step  to  a  free  translation.  It  was  only  wrong  to  postpone 
titem  until  the  stadent  had  acquired  a  sufficient  stock  of  grstumatical 
knowledge.  On  the  other  hand,  the  grammar  is  neither  useless  nor 
unnecessary.  In  Pestalozzi's  establishment,  a  good  scholar  has  never 
been  formed, because  the  grammar  was  almost  entirely  disregarded.  We. 
think  that  a  beginner  may  take  up  at  the  outset  the  interlineary  transla¬ 
tions  f  they  carry  liim  in  medias  res,  provide  him  with  a  uneful  stock  of 
words,  direct  his  attention  to  the  discrepancies  of  the  two  languages,  andi 
excite  in  his  mind  a  desire  to  become  more  systeroaticaHy  acquainted 
with  the  peculiarities  of  the  grammar  of  the  language  which  he  is  about’ 
to  learn.  This  desire  will  soon  grow  impatient  with  those  who  have  a 
knowledge  of  the  ancient  languages,  and  they  will  endeavour  to  combine 
the  theory  of  the  language  with  the  practical  exercises.  The  necessity 
of  clatsifi^tion  and  of  a  logical  airangement  will  be  f^lt,  and  Ihey'will 
derive  the  greater  gratification  from  it,  as  they  have  already  acquired  a 
sufficient  quantity  of  materials  to  dispose  of.  To  withhold  the  grammar 
under  such  circumstances,  would  defeat  the  object  altogether.— ( Preface  to 
the  volume  of  Selections  from  German  Authors,  on  thellamiUoman  System, 
with  the  double  Translation.)

THE  EINO  r.  aUTTON  AND  OTIl ERE.— EAST  INDIA  PATRONAGE. 

Tbit  wat  an  indictment  against  Samuel  Sutton ^  Charles  IVtm,  Andrews, 
James  P.  Anstes,  John  Edward  Denpard,  Joseph  Tindal,  George  Heriry 
Gibbon,  W,  Wright,  and  Charles  Elton  Prescott,  fora  conspiracy,  charging 
the  seven  first-named  defendants  with  having  unlawfully  conspired  together, 
for  gain,  to  procure  one  Edward  Drake  Back,  to  be  appointed  to  a  Cadet* 
ship,  under  the  East  India  Company.  The  last-named  defendant,  Capt. 
Charles  E.  Prescott,  was  charged  with  aiding  and  abetting  the  other  defen¬ 
dants  in  the  said  conspiracy.  The  defendants,  Sutton,  Andrews,  Anstes, 
Tindal,  Gibbon,  and  Wright,  pleaded  guilty.  The  other  defendants  pleaded 
not  guilty. 

'fhe  Solicitor-General  stated  the  case  at  length,  the  substauce  of 
which  was,  that  the  defendant,  Captain  Prescott,*  stood  in  the  situation  of  a 


Yesterday  se’nnight,  William  Thomley,  alias  Bill  Hooly,  underwent  an 
examination  on  suspicion  of  having  been  concerned  in  the  robbery  of  the 
Swansea  bank.  The  prisoner  had  been  apprehended  upon  information  from 
Swansea,  where  he  is  well  known.  On  searching  him,  three  bank-notes 
were  found,  one  for  50/.  and  two  for  10/.  These  notes  were  handed  to  the 
Lord  Mayor. — Prisoner :  Oh,  you  may  examine  them  as  long  as  you  please. 
I  can  bring  forward  the  person  that  gave  them  to  me.  I  am  a,n  innocent 
man.  I  can  bring  forward  undeniable  characters  that  I  have  not  been  out 
of  town  for  weeks  and  weeks.  And  you,  Mr  Solicitor  from  Swansea,  I 
know  you.  Why  don't  you  take  the  right  people,  and  not  give  them  trouble 


know  you.  Why  don't  you  take  the  nght  people,  and  not  give  them  trouble 
what's  got  nothing  to  do  with  itl — Lord  Mayor  :  But  pray  tell  us  where 
you  got  these  notes'!— Prisoner  (in  great  anger) — I’ll  give  you  no  informa¬ 


tion.  I’ll  not  take  the  trouble  to  do  it.  I’ve  a  hundred  notes  beside  those. 
— Chief  Clerk:  Where  do  you  keep  your  cash  ? — Prisoner:  At  my  own 
banker’s. — Mr  Gales :  Where  is  that  “I — Prisoner :  No  matter  for  that.  I 
can  tell  you,  that  if  I  had  your  notes,  that  neither  you  nor  the  bankers 
would  ever  see  them  again,  and  I  don't  care  about  saying  so  before  the 


Direcior  of  the  East  India  Company ;  that  in  consequence  of  an  advertise¬ 
ment  in  the  Herald,  denoting  that’  an  opportunity  offered  of  obtaining  a 
situation  of  the  highest  respectability  abroad,  for  a  youth  under  the  age  of 
20,  Dr  Back  entered  into  a  negotiation  with  the  defendant  Wright,  who 
‘atated  that  the  situation  was  a  cavalry  cadetship*,  the  price  would  be  900 
guineas,  and  an  iiifantry  one  from  6  to  700  guineas.  Dr  Back  was  desirous 
that  bis  son  should  obtain  such  a  situation,  but  considering  that  there  was 
something  irregular  and  mysterious  in  this  mode  of  proceeding,  he  directed 
a  letter  to  the  Chairman  and  Deputy  Cbairmau  of  the  East  India  Company, 
telling  them  what  had  taken  place,  and  asking  them  whether  this  was  a 
proper  mode  by  which  the  Company’s  patronage  could  be  obtained.  They 
recomroeuded  liim'  to  continue  the  negotiation,  in  order  that  they  might  see 
whether  any  of  the  Company  were  actors  in  it.  Accordingly  Dr  Back  con¬ 
tinued  to  treat  with  Mr  might,  and  subsequently  and  successively  with  the 
other  defendants,  except  Capt.  Prescott,  until  he  communicated  with  the 
defendant  Sutton,  and  after  a  500  and  a  300/.  note,  had  been  each  cut  in 
half,  and  one  part  retained  by  Dr  Back,  and  the  other  by  the  defendants. 
Ttie  last  act  however  of  the  negotiation,  the  filling  up  of  the  official  papers, 
by  which  Dr  Back's  sou  was  to  be  brought  forward  for  approval,  was  not 
omaioed  without  the  intervention  of  Capt.  Prescott,  who  got  Colonel  Toone 
to  lend  him  the  appointment  of  a  Cadet&hip,  and  then  recommended 
Dr  Back’s  son  as  a  person  whom  he  well  knew,  which  was  not  the  case. 
This  Capt.  Prescott  did  at  the  instance  of  his  friend  Sutton,  from  whom  he 
had  (received  favors. — After  Dr  Back,  Col.  Toone,  and  Mr  £.  Back,  bad 
deposed  to  these  -facts,  Mr  BMouniiAM  emphatically  addressed  the  Jufy  for 
the  defendant,  Capt.  Prescott,  who,  be  said,  had  not  a  suspicion  that  the 
parties  were  acting  improperly,  which  was  proved  by  Mr  Sutton  having  de¬ 
clared  when  the  negotiation  had  failed  that,  **  if  the  transaction  was  known, 
be  should  lose  his  friend,”  meaning  Capt.  Prescott. 

•  Many  most  respectable  witnesses  spoke  in  high  terms  of  the  character  of 
the  defendant,  Capt.  Prescott,  as  a  liberal,  straightforward,  and  honorable 
man. 

Lord  Tenter  DEN  summed  up,  and  the  Jury  in  about  10  minutes,  pro- 
pounced  Capt.  Prescott  Not  Guilty  f  J.  E.  Despard  Guilty,

A/on</ay,— Imprisonment  for  Debt. — A  Sheriff's  officer,  named  Genn, 
handed  a  note  from  a  few  friends  who  usually  dine  at  the  Castle  Tavern, 
Moorgate,  containing  8/.  10#.  for  Mrs  Innes,  a  widow  whom  he  had  been, 
obliged  to  arrest  (although  he  felt  gr^at  pain  at  performing  such  a  duty)  in  the 
bosom  of  her  distressed  family.  The  Lord  Mayor  requested  Mr  Hobler, 
jun.  would  act  professionally  for  the  widow.  That  gentleman  immediately 
went  and  proposed  to  the  Attorney  who  issued  the  writ,  that  his  client,  a 
banker,  should  take  10#.  in  the  pound,  which  the  Attorney  said  he  had  no 
doubt  would  be  accepted.  When  Mr  H.  assured  the  poor  mother  that  in 
a  few  days  she  should  leave  the  prison  and  return  home,  she  dropped  on 
her  knees  to  thank  him. 


UNION  HALL. 

On  Thursday  morning,  Mr  R.  Tate,  an  insurance  broker,  was  charged 
with  having  fired  two  loaded  pistols  at  Mr  T.  Parnell  [and  Mr  Bellamy, 
with  intent  to  kill  them.  It  appeared  in  evidence  that  as  Mr  Tate  and  hU 
clerk  were  walking  along  the  Borough  road,  the  former  suddenly  ran 
towards  Bellamy,  who  was  formerly  his  clerk,  and  seized  him  by  the  collar 
with  the  view  of  giving  him  into  the  charge  of  a  constable.  Bellamy  and 
his  friend  Parnell  resisted,  and  a  scuffle  ensued>  in  which  Parnell  and  Bel¬ 
lamy  knocked  down  Mr  Tate,  who  was  desperately  beaten  about  the  head 
and  face.  During  the  contention,  the  prisoner  fired  a  pistol,  jand  the  bullet 
inflicted  a  slight  wound  on  Mr  Parnell’s  neck.  He  then  ran  towards  Mr 
Whitbrook's  shop,  and  discharged  a  pistol  at  Mr  Bellamy,  but  without 
effect. — A  gentleman,  who  described  the  prisoner,  as  of  highly  respectable 
connections,  stated  that  he  was  supposed  to  be  insane.  For  some  time  he 
had  laboured  under  the  delusion  that  a  former  clerk  in  his  enjploy  had  cir¬ 
culated  disgusting  reports  prejudicial  to  his  character. — ^ITie  prisoner  was 
remanded,  and  the  magistrate  gave  directions  that  the  surgeon  of  the  gaol 
I  should  dress  the  contusions  he  had  received.  .

THE  KIKG  ON  THE  PROSECUTION  OF  HENRY  DEANE  GRADY, 

9.  RICHARDS  AND  OTHERS. 

After  lasting  three  days,  this  abductiou-case  (partly  reported  in  our  last) 
was  put  an  end  to  by  the  obstinate  disagreement  of  the  Jury.  Not  being 
able  to  concur  in  the  verdict,  it  was  resolved  by  the  parties  concerned  to 
withdraw  a  juror,  by  which  means  the  trial  terminated  without  either  the 
arquitui  or  conviction  of  the  Defendanta.  It  is  said  that  eleven  of  the 
Jury  were  for  an  acquittal.

ASSIZES.

But  be  concludeil  by  agxio  cutsuriog  the  impiety 
of  the  proaecotor.  ^ 

‘The  Jury  instantly  returned  a  verdict  of  Not  Gviliy  t  and 
^The  Judge,  again  animadverting  on  the  impiety  of  the  prosecutor, 
directed  that  Im  should  Rot  be  Rllowfd  his  cxpensea. 


DESTRUCTION  OF  THE  BRUNSWICK  THEATRE. 

Further  Particulars.— The  statement  in  our  last  (which  we  copied 
from  two  evening  papers)  of  a  woman  having  been  extricated  alive" 
from  the  ruins,  turns  out  to  be  unfounded.  No  bodies  have  been  dis¬ 
covered  since  the  day  of  the  accident.  Great  apprehensions  being  enter¬ 
tained  that  the  two  walls  (north  and  south)  left  standing,  would  fall  and 
do  mischief,  scaffoldings  have  been  erected,  and  those  walls  taken  dovfii 
gradually  by  the  bricklayers. 

The  public  has  shown  great  sympathy  with  the  unfortunate  theatrical 
company  belonging  to  the  ruined  theatre,  and  with  the  relativea  of  the 
deceased.  Some  of  the  destitute  performers  were  compelled  to  apply  to 
the  magistrates  for  temporary  relief.  The  Ouclieaa  of  St  Albans  sent 
100  guineas,  and  the  Duke  50,  towards  a  public  subscription.  D*® 
Duke  of  Devonshire  sent  100/.,  Mr  Elliston  sent  10  guineas,  and  has 
offered  a  benefit  at  the  Surrey  theatre.  Mr  Yatea  has  offered  the  same 
at  the  Adelphi,  and  likewise  the  use  of  the  theatre  for  some  time,  aftcf 
the  preMot  season  is  over,  to  the  Brunswick  company.  They  have  not 
determined  whether  they  will  go  to  the  Adelphi,  or  to  the  Pavilion  in 
Whitechapel,  belonging  to  Messrs  Wyatt  and  Farrell.  Mr  Laporte  also 
has  offered  •  benefit  at  the  Opera  House.— On  Tuasday,  %  meeting  of 
the  Drury  lane  company  took  place  in  that  theatre,  whan  it  waa  atated 
that  all  the  performers  would  give  one  night’s  salary  toward#  the  relief 
of  the  sufferers  by  the  destruction  of  the  Brunswick  Theatre.  This  will 
yield  about  150/.  A  subscription  was  also  entartd  into  at  onoe,  and 
nearly  800/.  collected.

Inquest  at  the  London  Hospital. — Two  of  the  patients  having 
died  yesterday  week,  an  inquest  was  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Monday 
last,  on  the  bodies  of  Jane  Wall,  aged  17,  and  Moses  Miles,  aged  60. 
Mr  R.  E*  Hari'isbn,  house-pupil  at  the  hospital,  described  the  injuries 
which  had  proved  fatal  to  the  deceased.  Miles,  he  said,  had  a  crepitas 
on  the  leg..— One  of  the  Jurors  said,  he  wished  the  learned  Pupil  to 
state,  in  plain  English,  the  extent  of  the  injuries  which  he  perceived; 
for  though  he  (the  Juror)  might  expose  his  ignorance  of  Latin  techni¬ 
calities,  yet  he  must  confess  he  did  not  know  what  crepitas  was. — Witness 
explained  that  tc  crepitas  was  a  crackling  of  the  bone  of  the  leg. — After 
evidence  as  to  the  identity  of  the  parties,  the  inquest  was  adjourned  for 
a  week* 

Inquest  at  the  Court  House,  Wellclose  square. — ^Yesterday 
week,  an  Inquest  was  held  on  the  bodies  of  the  ten  persons  killed  at  the 
time  of  the  catastrophe.  After  hearing  some  evidence  with  regard  to 
the  identitv  of  the  bodies,  the  Inquest  was  adjourned  to  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing' last,  when  the  identification  was  completed;  and  the  Coroner,  M. 
Thomas,  E^.  proceeded  to  examine  witnesses  respecting  the  cause  of  the 
accident.— Afr  George  Pound,  abricklayer,whodid  the  work  at  the  theatre, 
stated  his  belief  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the  great  weight  sus¬ 
pended  to  the  roof,  after  it  had  been  put  on.  Mr  Whitwell,lhe  archi¬ 
tect,  gave  that  Attention  to  the  building  which  witness  conceived  was 
perfectly  sat isfictory :  he  came  to  inspect  it  while  in  progress  three  or 
four  times  a-week.  Mr  Shaw,  clerk  of  the  works,  was  always  there. 
The  district  surveyor,  Mr  Goff,  also  inspected  the  building  three  6r  four 
tim»  a-week.  Witness  considered  that  the  accident  was  caused  by  the 
great  weight  attached  to  the  roof  when  the  Hies,**  the  machinery,  and 
the  carpenter's  workshop,  were  suspended  from  it.  But  for  that  addi¬ 
tional  weight,  the  walls  would  have  supported  the  roof  for  a  century. 
'Rhe  bricks  used  were  all  stock-bricks,  and  the  mortar  was  of  excellent 
quality.  The  external  walls  were  Bnished  at  the  latter  end  of  September 
or  October.  The  parapet  wall  was  above  the  roof,  and  was  finished  in 
frosty  weather  ;  but  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  roof.  The  portico 
was  of  great  weight,  and  having  no  support  from  pillars,  bore  entirely  on 
the  wall.  Witness  considered  the  walls  quite  safe  until  the  flies  and 
workshops  were  suspended  from  the  roof;  but  he  then  thought  there 
was  danger.  He  did  not  express  that  opinion  to  any  person  connected 
with  the  theatre,  because  it  was  no  business  of  his,  and  he  did  not  wish 
to  interfere  with  the  departments  of  others. 

Second  Piry,  Tkursdap.^Mr  Hill,  the  barrister,  attended  as  the  pro¬ 
fessional  representative  of  Mr  Stedman  Whitwell,  the  architect.  Mr 
Comyn  attended  on  behalf  of  Mr  Carruthers  and  the  widow  of  Mr  Mau¬ 
rice.  A  long  diaouasion  arose  between  these  Learned  Gentlemen  and 
tlie  Coroner  lespecting  the  right  of  the  legal  repreaentattvea  of  the  par¬ 
ties  concerned  to  be  present  in  the  Coroner's  Court,  and  to  examine 
witnesses.  Mr  Hill  cited  a  case  in  which  the  verdict  of  an  Inquest  had 
been  quashed  as  illegal,  the  Coroner  having  refused  to  permit  the 
administratrix  to  be  present  wfih  her  evidence  and  counsel.  The 
authority /or  this  case  was  Stder/fn'#  i2<|7or/s,  in  the  time  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Tlie  Coroner  t  I  Iqok  upon  the  lime  of  the  Commonwealth  as  an 
unfortunate  era  to  refer  to  for  an  authority.  The  common  law  of  the 
land  was  then  rendered  subservient  to,  and  much  altered  by,  wicked  meti. 

Mr  Hill  t  But,  Sir,  I  can  assure  you  that  any  alterations  that  then  took 
place  have  been  subsequently  recognised  as  part  and  parcel  of  the  laws 
of  the  land,  and  are  every  day  admitted  as  being  a  correct  rule  for  the 
guidance  and  termination  of  justice. 

Coroner  *  The  laws,  you  ought  to  know,  were  put  into  the  bands  of 
very  wicked  men. 

♦V.  1*^  dispute  that  at  the  period  alluded  to,  the  regulation  of 

w  laws  might  have  been  badly  arranged,  and  improperly  administered ; 
TOwever,  through  several  succeeding  reigns  they  were  recognised,  and 
incorporated  with  the  rule  of  the  nation :  and  one  of  the  greatest  Judges 
Cl  his  ^y,  S«rM.  Hale,  ouoted  this  very  case,  which  was  afterwards 
cited  in  vanoDs  law  books  of  authority.  At  the  celebrated  Oldham 
inquest,  alihiMgh  great  objection  was  made  to  the  presence  of  reporters, 
It  was  never  for  a  aaoment  ooutemplated  to  exclude  counsel.

before  the  cold  weather  began.  Every  opening  in  the  walls  of  the 
theatre  was  formed  upon  an  Inverted  arch  to  give  it  additional  security. 
Those  arches  were  under  the  piers  and  the  front  of  the  building. 

Messrs  Smirke  and  Nash,  the  architects,  attended,  and  were  requested 
to  examine  the  ruins,  and  report  upon  the  atructure  of  the  building  so  far 
as  they  could  judge. 

Third  Dap^  FViday.— Nearly  the  whole  day  was  consumed  in  the 
examination  of  Mr  James  Arding,  the  carpenter,  who  did  most  of  the 
wood-work  in  the  interior  of  the  theatre.  His  evidence  was  chiefly 
technical,  and  not  to  be  understood  without  a  view  of  the  plans  and 
.drawings,  to  which  he  referred  the  Coroner  and  Jury.  It  had  however 
little  bearing  on  the  question  of  the  cause  of  the  accident,  if  we  except 
the  witness's  decided  opinion, 'that  the  throwing  of  the  weight  of  the 
carpenter's  shop,  &c.  on  the  roof  was  not  a  fair  or  proper  use  of  the  latter. 

FATAL  LAUNCH  OF  A  VESSEL  AT  MANCHESTER. 

A  vessel  belonging  to  the  New  Quay  Company  was  launched  from 
that  Company's  Wharf  on  Thursday  the  29th  ult.  She  wa«  gaily  rigged, 
and  about  200  persons  got  on  board  before  the  launch,  which  took  place 
at  one  o'clock.  The  vessel  glided  into  the  river  amidst  the  cheers  of  the 
assembled  multitude.  On  going  into  the  water,  the  vessel  appeared  to 
lie  a  little  to  one  side ;  and  with  the  impetus  received  by  descending 
from  the  stocks,  she  keeled,  and  on  striking  against  the  opposite  bank, 
was  ill  a  moment  upset.  The  whole  of  the  persons  on  deck,  and  a  few 
who  were  climbing  upon  the  rigging,  were  precipitated  into  the  river- 
A  terrific  shriek  burst  from  the  crowds  on  both  sides.  All  the  small 
boats  that  could  be  got  were  instantly  brought  to  the  spot,  and  those 
who  were  floating  were  rescued  ;  so  many  clung  to  one  boat,  that  it  waa 
very  nearly  sunk.  Boat-hooks  and  drags  were  made  use  of,  and  Several 
persons  were  got  out, apparently  lifeless.  Medical  men  promptly  attended, 
and  the  various  known  means  of  restoring  animation  were  resorted  to, 
with  success  in  many  instances.  In  some  desperate  cases,  after  the  use 
of  the  hot-bath,  an  incision  was  made  into  the  wind  pipe,  and  a  pair  of 
bellows  applied  in  order  to  inflate  the  lungs,  and  this  was  in  two  in¬ 
stances  successful.  Thirty-four  dead  bodies  were  in  a  short 'time  got'out 
of  the  water.  The  scenes  that  occurred  at  the  several  places  where  the 
bodies  were  deposited,  and  the  families  and  friends  of  the  deceased  came 
to  seek  them,  were  most  afflicting.  Four  other  bodies  were  afterwards 
discovered;  and  on  Saturday  three  separate  inquests  were  held  ;  one  at 
the  Quay  Company's  Wharf,  on  16  bodies  lying  there  ;  o(ie  at  the  Bri¬ 
tannia  piiblic'house  in  Salford,  on  16  bodies  ;  and  one  at  the  Boat-house 
ill  Salford,  cn  G  bodies.  Mr  Milne,  the  Coroner  who  preiided  at  the 
first,  would  not  allow  any  person  to  be  present  except  thofe  engaged  m 
the  inquest.  It  has  transpired,  however,  that  the  cause  of  tlie  accident 
was  proved  by  the  evidence  to  have  been  the  crourdiitg  of  the  people  oo  * 
hoard  (o  that  side  of  the  vessel  where  the  band  of  inusio  was  stationed- 
A  number  of  persons  also  got  on  board  clandestinely,  after  the  aupevia- 
tendant  had  removed  the  ladders  by  which  visitors  had  accea^.  .  The 
verdicts  of  the  three  Juries  were  the  same — Accidentoliy  drowned.."  In 
addition  to  the  38  known  siiiferert,  there  are  several  persons  missing-  A 
similar  accident  (says  the  Manchester  Gatette)  took  place  at  Gtaiwow  ten 
or  twelve  years  ago.  About  100  persons  were  on  the  deck  oi  a  canal 
packet-boat.  A  drunken  man  was  going  on  board,  but  fell  from  the 
plank  into  the  water.  Tlie  people  on  deck  ran  to  see  him,  the  boat 
keeled,  and  they  were  all  thrown  into  the  water;  and  though  the  boat 
was  within  two  yards  of  the  landing-place,  72  persons  were  drowned- 
They  Were  taken  out  in  masaea  of  five  or  six  clinging  closely  to  each  other- 

On  Monday,  an  inquest  waa  held  at  Parson's  Green,  Fulham,  on  the 
body  of  an  infant  who  was  found  drowned  in  a  brook  oontiguous  to  the 
Green.  From  the  depositions  of  Mr  Holmes,  the  surgeon  at  Parson *■ 
G'een,  and  others,  it  appeared  that  Catherine  Walth  had  admitted  that 
she  had  given  birth  to  a  child  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  she  said  that  it  waa 
buried  in  Mary-la-bonne  churchyard.  The  state  of  her  breasts,  how¬ 
ever,  shewed  that  she  had  given  nourishment  to  a  child  within  24  hours 
from  the  time  of  her  examination,  and  she  had  been  seen  walking  near 
the  brook,  with  a  child  in  her  arms,  on  the  evening  preceding  tlie  day  on 
which  the  child  was  found.  She  waa  taken  into  custody  on  the  following 
morning,  when  she  endeavoured  to  escape,— Verdict— Wilful  Murd^ 
against  Catherine  Walsh."^ 

On  Monday  an  inquest  waa  held  at  the  sign  of  the  Prince  Regent, 
Herne-hill,  on  the  body  of  Susan  Froggatt,  aged/ 25,  who  waa  shot  on 
the  Friday  preceding,  at  the  residence  of  J.  B.  liington,  £sq.  The 
alleged  murderer,  Thomas  Irons,  a  servant  living  in  the  seme  family, 
was  apprehended  immediately  after  the  commission  of^  the  offence,  and 
fully  committed  for  trial.  The  deceased  was  a  fine-grown  young 
woman,  and  bore  an  irreproachable  character;  she  had  been  in  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  Mr  Langton  for  the  last  eight  years,  as  housemaid.  Hie  oontenta 
of  the  pistol  had  entered  her  right  jaw,  lorn  away  tlie  roof,  and  pasard' 
out  under  tlie  eye.  From  the  evidence  of  Harriet  Fisk,  cook,  and  NJ 
Jonea,  under  gardener  to  Mr  Langton,  it  appeared  that  the  deceased  had 
upbraided  Irons  for  making  a  noise  and  hallooing,  while  Mrs  Lengton'a^ 

,  mother  lay  dead  in  the  neighbourhood ;  upon  which  be  retorted* "  It  ia^ 
no  business  of  yours.  You  want  to  get  me  out  of  rny  situation  ;  but 
I  you  do,J  shall  blow  your  brains  out."  Soon  after  this,  the  deceased  end 
r  Irons  bmag  left  in  tha  kitchen,  the  report  of  fire-arms  was  heard  there*
